Please accept our sincerest apologies for any disruption experienced by the 
other tenants here at 3626 E. 5th Street today. Unfortunately, we were targeted 
by UTLA and others at our board meeting because some people do not support 
charter schools. About 40-50 protestors chanted outside of the building and shut 
down our meeting. Again, we are truly sorry if this scared any of the residences 
or kept AltaMed from conducting their business. We had no knowledge of this 
before it happened but we wanted to make sure you heard from us firsthand as 
to what went on. 

Nephtali was very helpful and offered to call law enforcement to help contain the 
situation but we felt the police may have made matters worse and we did not 
feel that we were in physical danger or that any property would be damaged so 
we asked that law enforcement not be called. However, we do appreciate him 
for being there for us. 

If it is okay with you, we would like to provide a short message to other tenants 
to apologize for the incident today. It would be a short message in English and 
Spanish and perhaps a small token of apology. We would run it past you first 
before giving it to anyone. Let us know your thoughts on that or if you feel more 
comfortable sending a message out as the property owner yourself. That could 
be helpful as well. 

Moving forward, we will likely hold our board meetings in another location. 

Again, on behalf of our 950+ students and families we thank you for your 
support and we apologize for any inconvenience caused by the protest today at 
our office.
